Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1951. 

Apart  from  certain  variations  in  the  Vital  Statistics,  the  health 
of  the  District  has  not  been  affected  by  any  special  circumstances 
during  the  year. 

Although  there  was  a sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths,  no 
special  factor  could  be  shown  to  account  for  this.  Two  thirds  of  all 
deaths  were  due  to  one  or  other  of  four  groups,  viz  : — Cancer, 
Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  Heart  and  Circulatory 
disease  and  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  system.  These  groups  form 
the  principal  causes  of  death  at  the  present  day. 

Of  the  seven  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  live  occurred 
within  seven  days  after  birth  and  were  due  to  Prematurity  or  Gon- 
genital  defects,  conditions  which  cannot  always  be  prevented,  in 
spite  of  modern  Antematal  services. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  most  prevalent  during  the  year  were 
Measles  and  Whooping-Cough  While  the  total  number  of  Measles 
cases  was  half  of  the  previous  year,  two  were  fatal,  both  cases  being 
under  5 years  of  Age.  Whooping-Cough  showed  a marked  increase 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  there  were  no  fatal  cases.  The 
danger  of  this  disease  lies,  not  only  in  a possible  fatal  ending,  but 
also  in  the  chronic  Respiratory  disease  which  occurs  as  a sequel  in  all 
too  many  cases.  It  is  not  too  much  to  hope  that,  in  a few  years’ 
time,  W b ooping  Cc  ugh  will  will  be  controlled  as  effectively  as  is  now 
the  case  with  Diphtheria. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that,  again,  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has 
been  notified  during  the  year.  There  has,  however,  been  a fall  in 
the  number  of  children  immunised. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  not  be  lulled  into  a false  sense 
of  security,  by  the  absence  of  this  disease.  The  present  satisfactory 
position  can  only  be  maintained,  by  keeping  the  child  population  in 
the  highest  possible  state  of  protection. 

The  Clinics  for  Maternal  and  Child  Health  (controlled  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council)  continued  successfully  throughout 
the  year. 

There  is  still  a big  demand  by  expectant  mothers  for  hospital 
accommodation  for  their  confinements.  63.2%  of  all  notified  births 
took  place  in  institutions. 

The  special  Clinic  for  “Toddlers”  established  in  the  second  half 
of  last  year  has  proved  a distinct  success  and  has  been  the  means  of 
bringing  more  children  of  this  age=group  under  regular  supervision. 

The  Day  Nursery  continued  to  provide  care  and  training  for 
children  whose  mothers,  for  various  reasons,  were  compelled  to  go 
out  to  work.  A number  of  children  were  also  admitted  for  short 
periods,  when  the  mother  had  to  enter  hospital. 

In  addition  to  regular  visits  to  mothers  and  children  in  their 
own  homes,  the  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  work  of  the  Domestic 
Helps  and  has  also  made  visits  concerning  the  welfare  of  a number  of 
aged  persons,  as  part  of  the  expanding  scope  of  the  Health  Visiting 
Service. 

The  Domestic  Help  service  showed  an  increase  in  both  cases  and 
hours  of  work.  The  recruitment  of  personnel  from  within  the  Dis- 
trict also  improved,  but  this  was  undoubtedly  due,  in  the  later 
months  of  the  year,  to  changing  conditions  in  local  industry. 

Progress  occurred  in  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  service  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  introduced  a scheme 
for  the  training  of  mentally  defective  children  at  an  Occupation 
Centre  in  Leeds.  Four  children  residing  in  the  District  are  conveyed, 
under  supervision,  to  and  from  the  centre  daily.  The  District  also 
shares  the  services  of  a Home=teacher  and  a Social  Worker  for 
Mental  Health. 
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The  day  to  day  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
District  is  described  in  the  details  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Special  attention  has  again  been  paid  to  Food  Hygiene,  in  the 
regular  inspection  of  shops  and  market  stall-holders.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  registrations  for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cream  are  increasingly 
made  in  respect  of  the I * *  4 ‘Pre- wrapped”  product.  As  Ice-Cream  is 
frequently  sold  from  premises  where  vegetables  and  other  commodi- 
ties are  stored,  the  sale  of  this  foodstuff  in  the  wrapped  state  is  a 
further  protection. 

Housing  still  remains  a very  serious  problem.  The  number  of 
new  applications  on  the  housing  register  exceeded  the  number  of 
new  houses  completed.  An  even  more  serious  problem  is  that  of  the 
repair  and  maintenance  of  the  older  houses.  In  more  favourable 
times  many  old  houses  would  have  been  represented  for  demolition 
or  closure,  but  under  present  conditions,  these  houses  must  be  kept  in 
use.  In  all  too  many  cases  the  cost  of  repairs  is  out  of  all  proportion 
to  the  value  of  the  property  and  a striking  commentary  on  this 
situation  is  contained  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  that  in  five 
cases  where  repairs  were  required,  the  owners  requested  the  Council 
to  take  over  the  property  because  they  were  unable  to  meet  the  cost  of 
the  necessary  repairs.  A solution  of  this  problem  is  urgently  required 
and  would  be  a great  step  forward  in  solving  the  larger  problem  of 
housing. 

The  report  on  the  Sanitary  services  is  the  work  of  Mr.  J.  Clark, 
the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I am  also  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  K.  Garlick,  the  Council’s  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  for  the  particulars  relating  to  new  houses  and  sewage. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Miss  K.  Lister,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Divisional 
Health  Office,  for  her  assistance  in  the  production  of  this  report.

Twelve  samples  of  water  taken  from  dwellinghouses  in  the 
District  were  found  on  bacteriological  examination  to  be  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  water  taken  on  one  occasion  during  the  year,  and 
examined  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  plumbo- solvent  action  of 
the  supply,  revealed  no  lead  content. 

Thirty-one  visits  were  paid  to  15  dwellinghouses  in  respect  of 
insufficient  supply  of  water  due  to  defective  pipes  or  fittings  and, 
following  the  service  of  informal  notices,  an  improved  supply  was 
provided  in  three  cases. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage 

An  extension  was  made  to  the  Berwick  Avenue  sewer  to  serve 
properties  in  the  Leeds  Road  and  Leeds  Old  Road  district.  No 
extensions  have  been  made  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  although 
designs  are  to  be  considered  for  improvements  to  the  works.
